Some we know, will regard it with, 
superior snorts and say that it is | 
just plain sausage. They are the! 
ones whose own cherubim and ser- 
aphim are of too high an order to 
be governed by the same rules that 
apply to the neighbor’s little Suzy 
and Harry. 

As in her other books, Emily Bates 
Post, speaks with the voice of au- 
thority. There are habits to be, 
scotched, she claims, habits that 
must be rooted out the moment 
they swing into the spotlight else 
your little Lionel will never act as 
though he came right out of the top| 
drawer. 

First, he must never dunk, and 
second he must never “schloop’— 
lovely verb, our dictionary doesn’t 
define it, but we infer it means a 
sonorous manner of drinking soup 
Or milk.

Luke does not tell of the three 
wise men who also made the ‘jour- 
ney to see the Babe, and we hear 
no more of the shepherds who “re- 
turned, glorifying and praising 
God for all the things that they 
had heard and seen, as it was told 
unto them.” 

We need a Saviour more than 
ever in these times, and we pon- 
der the story of His birth, and 
as true followers we must resolve 
that as far as humanly possible, 
we will follow in His footsteps, 
because the world never wil] be a 
place of peace and goodwill until

Reports of German plans to con- 
quer Great Britain by direct assault | 
this winter or next spring seem to 
be based on emotionalism arising 


outside the Reich rather than ex- 
pectations within Germany itself 
Realistic strategy should cause Hit- 
ler to continue attacks on British 
shipping as his main present of- 
fensive rather than risk everything 
on the uncertainties of an invasion. 

If Great Britain were to let down 
her guard and grow careless, op- 
portunities for an invasion would 
arise. But, as long as the Birtish are 
stimulated to hold their defenses at 
efficiency levels, it would appear 
improbable that the German high 
command would countenance a ma- 
jor attempt at a landing. 

Any such action scarcely could be 
justified except as a last desperate 
effort to turn the tide of war. If 
the German internal situation re- 
quires such a gamble at present or 
in the near future, the Fuehrer may 
give the word, but, as far as is 
known, the Germans have not yet 
reached that stage of desperation. 

Germany is not in any better po- 
sition now to try an invasion than | 
last summer. The Fuehrer has more 
planes and more munitions, in all | 
probability, at present than in June; | 
but that does not mean the solu-! 
tion of the problem. 

Last summer, Germany was cred-! 
ited with having a maximum of! 
20,000 planes and four times the 
military equipment of the British. | 
Yet, at no time during the air blitz- 
krieg were more than 2,000 to 3,000. 
German planes in use. 

The larger the concentration of 
enemy planes, the more extensive 
does the air target become for the 
British fighters, and the heavier are 
the enemy losses.
